Mr. Cox, after being asked 
for the twenty-fifth time to-day for an interview, 
said to your correspondent: “One would think 
by the urgency and presence of such a crowd of 
reporters that the fate of the republic hung on the 


choice betweén three or four gentlemen tor 
Speaker. This throng of goodly newsgatherers 
compels me to retire from hotel. ho was it 
said, when he observed the preparation of the 
food for the delectation of the 17 2 that every 
kernel of grain which he picked up from the baru 
floor represented an 
‘INSTANT OF MASTICATING JOY?’ 
One would think those reporters were enjoying 
some tatory delightin advance of some one’s 
decapitation. Ithink the office of Speaker has 
been of late unduly swelled. It is out of all pro- 
portion to its realfunction. That function is the 
execution of the law of the House, to forward its 
business, respect its minority, and give fair play 
to debate and vote. I need not give the causes of 
this protruberant condition of the Speakership. 
Since Winthrop and Cobb’s time, or even since 
that of Grow and Colfax, it has been 
FOSTERED BY THE PRESS 
and the House. They said, ‘Uh, you want a man 
of force and will, a Cromweilian sort of a man 
who can scare a man into his seat afrown or 
A rap, Who will dictate the order of recognition.’ 
In other words a born absolute tyrant. Such is 
not the ideal and such should not be the actual 
organ of the popular branch. We are approach- 
ing the methods of the French President of the 
Chamber, who knocks down and sets up 
at pleasure, and the tintinabula tion 
of whose $little bell is more potent than the tra- 
ditional one of Secretary Seward in the late war.“ 
Some one here observed tbat the main strength 
given to Mr. Randall came from protection peo-

Election of Officers.

The questiou of compulsury euuemt ton, he said, 
possessed two puluts of general interest, viz.: 
(1), Can compulsory education de justified by any 
theory consistent with 4 denweratic 
government? (2) Hasit ever been successfully 
tried by any community? In support of the above 
— he quoted from the go of Willlam 

ack, A. M.. LL. D., one of ber Majesty's inspect- 
ors of schools, as showing the beneficial results 
obtained from compusory education. in 
England. “In ihe English education 
acts of 1870 the Government Alor 
the first time sanetloned the principie that when- 
ever the school boaru of a lucality believe that 
children oucht to be compelled to atiend schools, 
parents nav be compelled to send them under 
penalty of nne of imprisonment, under such by- 
laws as the School Board ay enact.” „ *® 
“In the new education act of 1876, Kugland 
adopted the priuciple of untversaf Comptision, 
creating a school attendance :: ittee where 
there is no Behool Hoard, «a: jolnlig the 
committee of the Schvol Boaru © parish to 
make aud enforce by-laws aud vicerwise carry 
oul the provisions of thé act. Its provisions are 
these: 1. It is the duly of every patent te see to 
the elementary education of his child above five 
and below iourteru years Of age. 2. No employer 
is permitted to employ (a) any child under ten 
years of age, with ceftain exceptions; or (d) any 
child over ten and up to fvurteen, without a cer- 
tiicate either of education or previous attendance 
of due amount. The parent ts lable for his child, 
and he may be fined, or his child taken from him 
und sent either to a certified industrial school or 
io anew Rind of certified day industrial school, 
which win give neals—provably iu most cases 
mid-day meals—i Ub not jodgin..”

fue table also showed that the pererutage of 
those attending to tuose on the roli had coustant- 
ly increased irom mp a cent in 1873 10 84.39 per 
cent im 1882. Froma alle of Statistics as 8% W- 
ing the iucrease a London, Kugland, by the same 
system, it Was seen that tue number on the roi) in 
board schools had increased from 1871 to 1882 
25.328 per cent, and ihe average utlmecr in at- 
ie vance in the same period increased 25.768 per 
cent!

A St, Louisan Constructs a Marvel 
Of Mechanism. ,

1,100 Automatic Figures Run by a Few Pecks 
of Sand—A Miniature World Carved Out of 
180,000 P.eces of Wood. 


Knife artist of the day, although he was born in 
St. Louis and not Yankeedom. He was raised in 
this sity and early learned the trade of a 
machinist. His father, now dead. was for many 
years ebief engineer of the Wiggnis Ferry 
Company. It was not until William had long fol- 
lowed his trade of machinist that he dis- 
covered his genius for whittling. 

Now he is whittling with might and 


main, By night and day, and expects eveutuaiiy to 
carve out à jack-knife fortune, if the cutlery shops 
hold out. A Post-DispaTos ter heard of 
this professional lacerator of p sticks and 
sought him out. It was not until the inside of an 
unused Methodist church at Kirkwood, this 
Cu.i\DLy, Was reached that Mr. Lohe and his knife 
Were. cornered. The knife was slashing cigar 
boxes to pieces at railway speed, when the r 
porter opened up with: “Are you ihe man ‘who. is 
making an automatic World's Fair and St. Louis 
Bxpusition wiih wu knife?’

All around the gaunt and dismantied church 
were tles civar boxes and laths, 
and myriads of nicely carved mitle pieces 
of w apparently portions of models of build- 
ings.

I was in Texas 
working at millwrighting. The first large piece [ 
ever made Wasa modei of a Bermuda castle. Af- 
terwards I made Balmoral Castie, Bingen Castie, 
Miramar Castle (iu Egypt), the Steamer Bristol, 
Solomou's Temple and the Texas State Capitol at 


Austin. 
SOLOMON’S TEMPLE 
contained 12,268 pieces, and had 1,369 windows, It 
is now on exhibition iu Texas. The Austin Capi- 
tol building bas 62.844 pieces, and 561 8 2 
ple. Every room and department lu the bullding 
was given, with all the officers and legisiators. 
Everybody was represented, down to the mau 
sawing wood in the basement for the furnaces. 
All the figures were moved bya wooden engine 
which was run by sand falling on an Overshot 
wheel. I made this piece t odd moments in 1881. 
i never realtzed much for my labor, for the reason 
that I didn’t Know that it was valuable. I love to 
use the knife and can work day and far into 
the night with the greatest enthusiasm. There is 
nothing tuat can be made out of wood that can’t 
carve With my knife. This model of Noah's Ark 
(pointing) has 3,400 pieces, and yet I made it in 
ien auys. When I came back to St. Louis I found 
cut that my Work was worth money. I went to 
the Dime Museum and saw a model of St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral in New York City. It was a per- | 
feet boieh beside my work. It was largely scroll 
saw work. and the machinery for running the 
figures Was ciumsy and very noisy. The owner 
suid be got $125 a month exhibiting it. I then de- 
termined to lay myself out for a grand piece 
und show the boys what 1 ceuid do. I have been 
working for the Pacific Railrvad near here, ana 
whittling vights since the first of last July. That 
is how [come to be in Kirkwood instead of St. 
Louis. IL have just succeeded in forming a part- 
nership, ohne of my partners belng a son of a well- 
known St. Louls professor and scientist. They 
furntsh the capital and [the labor. I have just 
bired this church and begun steady work. I shall 
sleep and eatin this church until my great piece 
is done, which Lexpect will be about Muy ist 
next. Ihave called lt alter the Missouri Pacitic 
Railroad, because of my connection with tat 
road and acquaintance with its officers and men. 
They all Know of niy Work, and are anxious to 
see me make it a succeas. The whole piece will 
be forty feet by eleven feet. The principal bulid- 
lugs will be a model of the great 
STRASBURG CATHEDRAL

ork, West Shore and Buffalo de 
at Buffalo (the finest depot ju the count 
modelof a water mill.

“How will it de possivie to keep so many Bgurés 
pertorming such extremely complicated motious 
without end ess machinery?” 

“That is where my strongest hold comes in. I 
can do anything with machinery, and my ma- 
ohmery is so simple that it ruus almost nvlseless- 
ly. The locomot.ve power will be furnis 
sand falling on a wheel which runs a wooden en- 
gine, and this moves the eutire 1,100 figures. Why 
my figures and appliances are so finely adjus 
that five buckets full of sand will 
operate the piece a whole day.

articles of very uncertain Value jn the present 
state of the public mind, do got turn their time, 
talents and earnest attention to more practical 
branches of art work. Take, for instance, house- 
furnishing and decoration. Here lies a field, for 
the most part, hitherto unworked, which might be 
made profitable. The particular field to which I 
refer is not the selling of furniture nor the put 
ting on of decorations, but the evolution of ideas 
of designs, material, selection and combinations 
ef colors for the decorator and furnisber £0 follow. 
The taste and knowledge of true artists applied in 
this direction would work wonders, Such won- 
ders are badly needed right here in St. Louls. 


BONANZA wants to build @ house. She 
employs an arehitect and they both hit upom some 
plan. Then she has it decorated and furnished 
by a furnisher, alded by random suggesiions 
of her own. The result 1s generaily a rich, in- 
harmonious, incongruous, disconnected mass, oft- 
en positively ugly. Artistic completeness, adapt- 
ability and narmony are lacking. Tue furniture 
doesn’t suit the hanglugs aud decorations,aga the 
latter don’t suit euch other and the furnl- 
ture. I could point out any number of 
houses here in St. Louis on wien 
money enough has been spent to make 
them gems of taste and beauty, but which have 
as much beauty about them as aft zle-feathered 
spring chicken in wet weather. Au artist who 
could plan the luterlor of a house in its eutirety, I 
believe, would make hiniself valuable. 


A YOUNG artist in Boston has entered this fleid. 
and .lam told bya gentleman who was in that 
wsthetic city, 1s doing excellently. He seils no 
furniture and does nothing but make the plans 
tor the workmen w follow. If any one wants a 
house or aroom furnished and decorated, the art- 
ist examines itand makesa plan to be followed, 
choosing the arrangements, furniture, colors, and 
everythiag, in fact. Then be draws a sketch of 
the room as it will look when finished, and sub- 
mites it for approval or disapproval. In this way 
one can get a much clearer idea of what te re- 
sult will be than by verbal description. The art- 
ist is paid by the owner of the rooms, and can 
command a fair commission from tradesmen. I 
think that plenty of people who are noi sure of 
their own judgment, and who would [ike to be re- 
lieved of the onerous work of planning and buy- 
ing, would hall such an artist as a public bene- 
factor.

The alternation of dustand slusb is sim- 
ply nothing in comparison with this new ériev- 
ance against the pavement. The carriages roll 
noiselessly over the smooth surface of the street. 
but the patter of the horses’ feet—did I say pat- 
ter? The word is inadequate. The sound is like 
that of a thousand triphammers rising in one 
giand chorus roar until it drowns every other 
sound. 


IT is said that the greatest torture to which a 
man can be condemned, the trial generally ending 
in lunacy and death, is to have drops of water 
fall continuously and at regular intervals on his 
head, or to be compelled to listen toa sound that 
never stops or varies. This is what the Pine and 
Locust street people are compelled to do. Every 
vehicle in town turns to Pine street, and from 
dawn, though the whole day nearly to dawn 
again, the bang, bang. bang of the fron hoofs on 
the hard asphait is unceasing, until the people 
hear nothing else. It filis their waking hours and 
haunts their dreams like a nightmare. The noise 
of a cannonade, or @ symphony of steam-tug 
whisties, would be grateful relief to the weari- 
some and wearing hoof concert. The people 
there are already beginning to loox wiid-eyed, 
nervous and distrait, and if something is not dune 
for them the whole street, to the length of the 
pavement, will have to be fenced in and turned 
into a lunatic asylum. 


A PINE street man, Wi0 was so nervous from 
the constant strain that an unexpected touch 
would throw him into hys'eria, suggested to me 
that a blacksmith shop would have to be placed 
at each end of the pavement, where the horses 
could be shod and unshod, or have rubber shoes 
put on them, or woolen stockings, or they should 
be shot, oranything else, he didn’t care much 
what, so the noise was stopped. People outside 
of the favored district unconsciously shake bands 
with themselves every time they think a bout it. 


Ir seems that a little study of the Mexican na- 
ture, and a regard for the proprieties on the part 
of the managers of the Chihuahua entertainment 
would have been wise. The Mericans are not 
rushers in anything. They like ease and pienty 
of time to do things in. Yet, as a matter of fact 
since our visitors have been in the city, “rush’’ bis 
been the marching order. Tue collations have been 
standing-up lunches, in which champagne and 
salads were poured and shoveled tnto the Mexican 
mouths without the slightest regard to time or 
affinities. Cannot we give our ease-loving guests 
one solid, seated, prolonged banquet at whicn 
they can nibbie substantials, toy with delicacies 
sip their wine, smoke their cigarettes and chatter 
Spanish? It would be one green and pleasant re- 
membrance of quiet contentment in a mixed aight- 

mare of rushing, sight-seeing experiences.

side of Russia during her Alexander’s litetime, 


Mr. Bord, an englnevrin the service of the 
East India Raliway Company, has made an inter- 
esting discovery. He has found the exact site of 
the famous Black Hole of Calcutta, which has not 
heretofore been known. The excavations were 
made justinside the gate of Dalhousie square, 
near the general Post Office. The walls of the 
Hole are in a perfect state of preservation. The 
discovery of this reminder of horrors will satisfy 
a vast amount of curiosity on the subject. 


EXCAVATIONS made by Lieutentant Colonel 
Krestofsky at Samarcand have resulted in the 
unearthing of valuable archwological treasures.

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Fresh Water and Marine Pearis—Specimens 
found in America Pins Made from 
Shells.

There,“ said a dealer, holding out a rich, 

pears shell, “is a case to make a man 
hair and the finder probably did.” 

T ell in question was the peariy oyster 
Margaritana, from which the most valuable 
pearls of commerce are taken, aud upon one 
of the valves was fastened a magnificent 


pearl. 

“If tnat ” continued the dealer, had 
been found six mouths or @gear sooner the 
diver or whoever found it would have made 
his everiasting fortune. How so? Why, 
simply enough. You see that pearls are 
nothing more than the result of the atcempts 
of the animal to protect itself from parasites 
tuat bore in from without aud bits of injur- 
ious matter that drift in upon the soft folds 
of the animal. As soon as the oyster be- 
comes aware that a parasite is boring through 
thesheli it begins to pile up or deposit 
nacre on that portion, building it up as it 
were, until a ri attached to the side is 
the result. gain, if a bit of sharp sand 
threatens the suft body with injury the 
oyster immediately us to surretod it 
with a similar deposit of a pearly nature and 

raduaily it grows until naps it is se 
arge that it prevents the shell from closing; 
then the oyster dies and the peari is washed 
out and lost. Again, as in this case, the 
free pearl by some chance attains a great 
size and then becumes fastened to the side 
of the sheli; its symmetry is immediateiy 
lost and its value at the same time. This 
peari will seli for $300 probablv to some one 
who wants a fine piu,-as it can be sdt 80 as 
nut to show the irreguiar side, but if it was 
perfect and, as I said, had been discovered 
before it became attached to the shell, it 
would have sold high up among the theu- 
sauds and made the ceuter of a necklace. 
THE DEMAND FOR PEARLS. 

“Yes. the demand for pearisis about the 
same ail the time, and Very large pearis are 
aiways iu demand, as ladies of taste can 
wear the iargest when a diamond or ruby 
Ol tie same size would be out of all reason. 
There is something exceedingly chaste 
about pearls, so that you can pile them on to 
auy excess aud never feel that you are look- 
ing overdressed. Last winter a lady ap- 
peared at a famous ball givenin New York 
with a costume whose peari value was over 
ity thousand dollars. Lhe upper part of 
the dress was a solid mass pears, ar- 
run, ed so as to represent the rivets and 
piales-ol au armor. On her head she wore a 
helmet (Moorish style) formed of pearis, sur- 
mounted by a siugie One nearly as large as a 
hummtug-bird's egg and almost perfect. A 
neck lace, braciets, ete., were added to this. 
most maguifikeut Custume, and a halo of 
wondrous iiguts seemed to hover about it, 
not duzzung, but ricn and swiking in the ex- 
treue. 

Pearls are coming into fashion in curious 
waj}s. Suwe gentiemen affect broad white 
suk ties, and tue correct thing with tuem isa 
Custiy pe art ot the first water, while biac« 
denris are used by both ladies and gou le- 
wep. Pearl scuds are also the thing to those 
who can afford perfect ones. But tue great- 
rel rage is fur pins made out of curiously 
shaped pearls. 

PINS MADE FROM SHELLS.

Ilo fiuding these 
peur u vust number of smali ones were 
taken and suid by tue pound, I was going to 
puy, anyway they went Cheap, au were 
ulil.zed in various Ways, having the appear- 
auce ot valusble pearis, whee iu reality they 
were only nalves aud bieces. However, tuey 
had a gieat saw aud in time became scarce;

course, of tiie same nacre were sawed or 
broken otf and sold yes Cheaper, and is of 
tunes pieces that tue pins are made.

FRESH WATER PEARLS, 

“Are fresi water peacis a new discovery?“ 
asked Lhe reporter. : 

They have long 
been Knuwn, especiaily in Engiand. in one 
season over 650,000 worth ot them have been 
fuuud in the led, AVou and otner rivers ot 
Sculiaud, aud in pulat of value they stand 
Alleutt of the marine pearis. ‘The pearl mus- 
Su: is common in ail cool temperate climates, 
as North America, Sweden, Franee, Ger- 
many and Russia. The first invasion of 
Bi itain ts supposed to have been caused to 
vbuun its pearis. Pliny, if I remember rigut, 
relers to them, and Julius Cesar stated that 
ihe wvreast-piate wiich he gave Venus 
Genetrix was composed of British pears, 
Wulle lacitus aud mauy oid writers also re- 
ier to them, showlng that they have been 
Known lrom the earliest times. Oue of the 
pears now in the woritish crown was ac- 
cideutiy picked up On & mussel in the river 
Conway by a lan in waiting to therine, 
tue wie vi Heury VIII.

This 
peari will seli for $300 probabiv to some oue 
who wauts a fine piu,-as it can be set 80 as 
nut to show the eo gt gy side, but if it was 
perfect and, as 1 had been discovered 
before it became attached to the shell, it 
would have sold high up among the thou- 
sauds and made the ceuter of a necklace. 
THE DEMAND FOR PEARLS.

Is 
there anything in statistics duiler han a 
cebsus report? Well, we have before us the 
first volume of the Tenth Census of the 
United States: Statistics of Population, and 
in the history of the literature of the year 
there are few books more entertaining. It 
is not the compendium, but the full volume: 
a square quarto, ‘about the size aud more 
than the weignt of an old-fashioned family 
Bible, with just a thousand pages, plates and 
maps included. 

It has been more than three years since the 
Government enumerators started out with 
their blanks and inkstands to collect the in- 
formation which fills up, these am- 
ple and bulky pages, and if 
we have had to wait long, for the 
work it is a satisfaction to know that the 
work is worth having wen it is finished.

A Wealthy Californian Finding His 
Daughter at Work on a Canal 
Washington Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

In the spring of 1862 Jacob Dechman, a 
boatman ou the Erie canal, became insane 
and Was placed iv the asylum at Buffalo, N. 
Y. His wite, with her iour chiidrena, took 
charge of a boat on the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company's Cavai, and when the 
great treshet oj 1862 oceurred her bout ay at 
Cutasauqua. When tue dams above aud be- 
low Mauch Chunk burst, overflowing bot 
banks of the Lehigh River, the motber a d 
three of her ebiidren were oh board of their 
boat, and when the food struck it it wa 
verturoed and sunk. ‘ihe rematuing chiid, 
a iitidle yiri,was taken into the family via 
boatman, a friend of er father’s aud con- 
tinued tu ioliuW LnNe water. 

In the spring of 1863 Dechman was released 
from the asylum and uvou jearping. tuat his 
wife and chiidren had been drowned in the 
fresnet ofthe year detore euligted in the 
Fourteenth Regimeut, Peansyivavia Volun- 
teers. He wax ®iustered out of the serv.ce 
in the fali of 1864 and left immediately for 
California, where he engaged in miuing. He 
was successful as a miner aud land specuia- 
tor, and in 1870 received an appointment in 
due United States Secret 8 rvice, when 
position he still holds. He resides at Eureka, 
Califoruia. In June last he meta mau in 
Eureka named Join Wilson, an old buat- 
gun, whom he had known bef re the war. 
Li the course of couversation Dechman men- 
tined the oss he bad sustained by the 
drowning of his family during the freshet of 
1862.

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His Essay in Merry Ungland“ on 
British Courage. 


What Great Britain Owes Its Greatness 
To—England’s Benign Foreign Policy. 


A a Specia) Cable to the New York World. 
ardinal Manning has written an essay 
on Courage for che magazine entitled 

Merry mngiond.” It has attracted unusual 
attention in literary and religious circles 
here, The Cardinal signs himself to the 
exsay “Henry Edward, Cardinal Arch- 
bishop.” The following excerpts are made 
from the essay: 

If the mn of merry England were not 
courageous, England would have ceased to 
be merry lung ag», H-rodotus telis us that 
the Mysians were noi courageous, and that 
to be conquered of Mysians was the lot only 
of cowards, The “prey of the Mysians” was 
a prover and a reproach, It may be doubted 
Whether the Mysians were a merry pe pie. 
IU they were unwariike through ſuxury, 
softuess and effeminacy, they certainly 
were not werry, fot mirth is the joyous- 
ness of high aud manly uatures, and -uch 
natures only are courageous. Let any man 
travel throuah mid aud England, ful of 
waving cornfields, pastures watered by brith- 
ming streams, where cattle are grazing and 
sleep are feeding, with its green wo dland 
its bright and busy towns, its peaceful an 
sheltered homesteads; and after filing his 
eye aud his thouguts with these visions of 
fruitiuiness, qu.et and security, let him eall 
to mind Landseer’s two pictures in the Na- 
tional Gallery of “Peace” aud War.“ Our 
chaik elius looking down. calmiy on the 
biue sea, and the groups of children anu 
labs, wit flowers, and the rusty dis- 
mounted carronade, teil the secret of merry 
Eugiand, The ct age in flames, its case- 
euts shattered, the vine and the huney- 
suckle and the roses torn from the walls, the 
dying horse and the dead soidier in the 
beauty aud power of youtiuful manhood, all 
grouped and crushed int one gaze of horror, 
teil what midlaud Eugland might be to- 
morrow i: Eugtishmen were not c -urazeous, 
lt is not easy to say when E.uzland became 
merry, or why it got the name. 

WHEN ENGLAND WAS NOT MERRY. 

There was littie mireh when, as Carlyle 
says, our Saxon iorefatiers of tne heptarchy 
Were cutting each other lite meat lor crows 
aud kites, nor when the Danes ravaged the 
Thames and the Humber, nor in the region 
of tie Red King, nor of King John, nor in 
the war feine Roses, nor when Henry VIII. 
was King; when, t en, uid‘its. merriness be- 
gin, and why was it merry? It is not easy 
tu say. Our fidelity to G d consists in ac- 
knowledging himas our lawgiver and our 
supreme judge; our fidelity to ourselves will 
consist in tue courage of our people. What, 
then, is courage? The Greeks had two names 
lor it: The one signifiying completeness of 
all virtues, and yet signifying also the one 
virtue of courage; the other siguilying ex- 
ciusiveiy the-specific quality of courage. 
But both these words were derived from 
roots which signify tue masculine character 
or manhood. Tne Romans called it virtue 
which also had two senses; The one de- 
scrives the completeness of personal excel- 
lence; the other expresses the special excel- 
ence of bo duess and fortitude. But none 
of these are equiva ent Wilh courage. 
signify chiefly bravery aud boidness in en- 
countering danger, as in war, or fortitude in 
bearing iain and suffering. The root of 
courage wives to ita deeper and higner sense. 
itis a word of iater origin, aud seems to be- 
long to the Latin race, 

Lue lialians called it corragio, or greathess 
of heart; the Spauiards, corage; the French, 
courage, from whom we have burrowed it. 
And we understaud it to mean manliness, 
bravery, buidness, fearlessness, springing 
not trum a seuse of physical power or from 
insensibility to danger or pain, Dut from the 
moral habit of seif-conimand, with deliber- 
ation, fully weighing present dangers and 
clearly foreseeing future consequences, and 
yet in the paih of duty advanciug unmoved 
to its execution. 

The h.guest conception of fortitude is 
weakness conque.ing by suffering, and 
power conquered by inflexible eadurance of 
pan avd wrong. And this can never be 
achieved by the strength of the armor by 
the inseusibility wi the brain, but by the 
greatuess of the heart. Courage’ is not a 
muscular but a moral virtue. Ine great Ex- 
empiar is divine; this has changed the ideas 
— the language of man«ind., 

Courage, thew, isa quality of the heart. 
This is not so witn physical courage, They 
who have it have no need of encouragement, 
and they who ave it not by no encourage- 
ment, as We say, cau be made vourageous, 

NOBLE EXAMPLES. 

The noblest exampies of courage which 
the woriu has ever seen Were those who, in 
every age, have laid down their lives for 
their faith. They were not only men hard- 
eucd in warfare or in public life, but tbe 
ge.tiest aud meekest and most yieiding in 
all other things, They were also women of 
every condition, simple aud refiued; or they 
were boys manly in faith, or girls with a 
martyr's constancy. In all the-e 
furtitude of the heart, calm, collected and in- 
flexible. The martyrdom of St. Peter, St. 
Lawrence. St. Sebastian, has been repru- 
duced in St. Thomas of Canterbury, Cardin- 
ai Fisher aud the martyred bishops of Japan. 
The martyrdom of women and of children, 
as St. Catharine, St. Agnes. St. Pancra- 
tins, has been renewed in the poor mission- 
ary sisters aud their catechumens who died 
for the Christian faith in Corea and China. 
This is the courage not only of heroes, but 
of saints, and we look at it from afar off. 
Yet its elements are the saine in every age; 
that is tu say, a clear conscience, a sense o 
duty, and selt-command. A clear conscience 
or a conscience that has no blot to hide is 
the first condition of courage. 

MORAL AND PHYSICAL COPRAGE UNITED. ‘ 

Courage is also singu ar:y Shown in the ex- 
posure of life fur the saving of life from 
danger of fire and water. Every fire brigade 
has its roll of heroes and deeds well done in 
daring the violence of fire. And, no nobler 
record of human courage the worid has ever 
known than ts written down every year 
upon our shores in the life-boat service, In 
both these kinds of courage the physical 
and the mural courage are united and sus- 
tained in the highest degree. It seems in- 
vidious to compare when such beroic brav- 
ery reaches the highest point; but, if pussi- 
bie, the prolonged resolution of buffeting for 
hours to and fro on a tempestuuus sea de- 
mauds a self-comma:d, not for a single act 
of daring, but for a continuous energy of 
fearless seif-sacrifice which can haruty be 
equaled by any transient actions, howseever 
ero, In heroism both are equal; in con- 
tinuance, they must be unequai. 

nother torm of courage i, political; that 
is to withstand public opinion and the civinm 
ardour prava jubentium. ‘There are men 
brave in war, Whe shrink from pupuiar ani- 
mesity. Some statemen go down the strean ; 
others are always breasting it and going 
up against the tide. 

The greatest moral cowards are dema- 
gogues. They faiter the people ant floa 
along upon the 1 or ignorance o 
the majority. They are afraid of going 
against It. : 

‘There ig also a special courage needed for 
defense of moral or religious truth in these 
later days. The world does not rack the 
body, But it has moral racks aud little-ease 
in refined perfection. 

But there Is no great trial of cou here. 
There are heavier and sharver iu store for 
every man who opposes popular evinion in 
defense of unpopular truths It is a light 
kind of cdurage that fails before ridicule, and 
yet some men otuer wise strong are weak 
enough to desert boih truth and justice for 
fear of ridicule. Every witnesa for 
must expeot — iy ape lot.

have left their mark upon the world. 
British forefathers Sh :kspeare says:

So much for the Britons, Aristotle says 0 
the Celts that they feared neither “earth- 
quake nor waves. We have been lately 
told that the Britis Navy is the heirloom 
of Sea dinavians a-kings; that Neison was 
a Viking with a Scandinavian. patronymic. 
The Saxons, a conqu ring race on land, Were 
not seafaring, and it needed three sea voy- 
ages to uin an earldom. Of Danish hardi- 
hood aud Norman conquest. we have had 
proof enough. From such a confluence of 
courages, as Shakspeare would say, We 
might well look for an imperial race. The 
coliflicta which have made Evgland, Ireland 
and Scot aud one are a long record of Cour- 
age ii all its kinds and degrees. It is ener. 
xy und hardiho d of heart and will that bas 
added the antations of America, the 
isiands of the West Indie the Dominion of 
Canada, tiie colunies of South Africa, the 
Coutinent of Australia, the isiasds ot New 
Zenland and of Ceylon, aud the vast euipire 
of Lata, stretching east, west aud north 
over 250,000,000 of men. This structure is 
net the work of weak hearts or feeb.e hands. 
It is not only the massiveuess of the word- 
wide structure which is full of wonder, but 
this im»eriai power has perched it-elf, as it 
were, op crags, on co.gus of vantage, which 
by their sma.iness show the greatuess of the 
power they revresent—Heligoland off the 
coust of Germany, Jersey off the coast of 
Fraue, Gibraitar on the very soil of Spain, 
Malta in the Straits of Italy aud of the East, 
tue Falkland Islands in the South Atlantic, 
Borneo in P .jynesia, H ng Kong in the Chi- 
nese Empire—what are ail tiese but the to- 
kens of a self-reliance of a great and cour- 
ageous people? 

‘Take once wore the Indian empire. We 
came as deliverers oi the millions of Hindoos 
from the Mohametan yoke, We have 150 
suvereign pries under our imperial sway. 
They were in old times in perpetual and in- 
terpecine war. We have imposed the Pax 
Britanuica. The natives acknowledge that 
vur sway is at least even and just. We do 
notasan empire inflict domestic wrongs, 
which is more than Enzlishmen can say of 
their foreign, or even ot their Euglish, kings. 
If we have not done mre we have at least 
established a sway aid rule of the natural 
taw of justice and merey. If this were with- 
drawn fur a moment the old anarchy would 
rush iu upon the vid chaos with all the mul- 
tiplied powers of destruction with whica we 
have armedit. Thisis not the work of a 
race without courage, wuich is masculine, 
grave and fearfu iu its effort, but calm and 
bricht and wereiful and merry, like the song 
Of its legions and its sailors, Ms reapers and 
its little children, in the green hamlets of the 
heart of England. 

‘This great empire is one link in the wen 
which draws out the histery of the worid. 
It is our responsibility and our day of vis- 
itation, If we have not the courage to keep 
it up we shail deserve the shame of coward- 
ice if we give it up. And in the day in which 
we betray our trust to the millions under our 
sway, the energy which goes out of England 
and lreiand and Scvtiand will find no train- 
ing-grouud for high and just deeds in civili- 
zati n, and, if the stern necessities arise, in 
warfure. Our expansive powers, if checked, 
wil fail in upon themselves and become 
turbulent and insular and selfish, Empires 
spring from an imperial race and generate 
an imperial mind. Engiand will cease to be 
werry if it ever be shut up in its own four 
sas, as Holland is ditebed in by its dykes. 
Eveu the elick of the spinning-jennv will 
slowly die, and the voice of England will be 
saddened. A clear conscience and a sense 
of duty and seif-command make a great aud 
imperial people, and in the homesteads of 
such @ people there will be no fear, but 
panes and justice, confidence, courage and 
mirth,

Women in Italy. 
Correspondence of the Bosvon Transcript. 
How little we know of people unless we 
live with them. Our idea of Ltalian women, 
for instanee, is that they spend their time, 
tike Turkish sultanas, sleeping or lounging 


| listiessly on soit couches, their only oecupa- 


tion being love-making, or perchance iearn- 
ing how to sing a love song. Never was 
there a greater mistake. Italian women, 
even in towns aud in good circumstances, 
work harder than any other women I know. 
Not a stitch is done in the house that they 
do not do. They spin aud make their own 
linen, rear theirown siikworms, knit their 
own stockings of their whole family, make 
their own dresses, hats, bonnets and cloaks, 
and superintend all the baking, cooking aud 
cleaning of tue house, if W do not posi- 
tively do them themselves. They rarely go 
ont, exece,t on Sundays and 1 and 
rarely receive visitors, unless in the highest 
society, where oue day a week is set aside for 
receiving. ‘They are perfect slaves to thBir 
husbands, whose comfort they study from 
morning until night. I have heard much of 
Italian illicit love-making, but 1 have never 
seen it. It may exist, perhaps, among the 
aristucracy, but in the middle and lower 
classes itis more imagination than reality. 
Bonny bvides, even in high society, still 
maintain the custom of muking their own 
wedding outtits. A young friend of mine, 
who bas just married, has N her hus- 
band tour dozens of every article of body 
and house linen, all made and embroidered 
with her own hands, even the lace which 
trims the house tinen being of herown work. 
All the stockings, also, were kuitted by her- 
self. Nor is this the exception; it is the rule 
in Italy. Who, after this, shall say the 
Italian women are idlers? No one, certainly, 
who has known and seen them as 1 have 
will ever say so; on the eyntrary, I would 
hold them up as models for all other women 
to imitate. Why, even in Rome, once the 
capital of the worid, the women spend tbeir 
time between their house and chureh, vary- 
ing these with an vecasional walk on Sun- 
days and great holidays, while  every- 
thing in the house is done by themselves, 
and forthe most part without a servant, 
servants being too expensive for most 
incomes nowadays,

The Great Work of Franz Deak and the | 
Failure of Louis Kossuth. 
From the New York World. ‘ 


Kossuth is.on his death-bed.. His name is 
a household word. His deeds and his im- 
petuous eloquence are familiar to a land 
which has heard his story from his own 
burning lips. He fought like a hero against 
oppression—a fiery revolutionist, panting for 
Hungarian freedom. fighting for it swogd in 
hand and lovers of liberty the world over 
took Kossuth and his cause to their hearts. 
Eight years ago the grave claimed the mortal 
rewains of Franz Deak. His body lay in 
state for three davs in the Academica] Palaee 
at Buda-Pesth, and the head of Hungary was 
bowed with grief. His life suggests 
an eloquent parallel to that of 
Kossuth. Deak found Hungary groping 
in the darkness for political independence. 
Her ancient liberties had been infringed 
upon step by step by the tyrannous dynasty 
of Hapsburg, till scarcely a vestige remained 
of the time-honored rights of her citizens. 
Her peasants were serfs. Her Diet must 
submit to roval letters-patent from Austria; 
and as a crowning indignity, taxation had so 
little to do with representation that the no- 
bility were exempt from all payment of 
tithes. With unwearied zeal, and using eve- 
ry argument but the sword, he fought thisdes- 
otisin and prepared his people for a sunnier 
fate by promoting measures for their com- 
mercial and social improvement. The nobles 
saw the growing power of this fearless 
champion and succeeded for a time in ro- 
tiriug him to private life. But they could 
not quench his republican spirit. He be- 
lieved in the invincible power of his cause, 
and was convinced it would triumph with- 
out an appeal to arms. 
Then followed that convulsion which 
shook all the thronesin Europe in 1848, when
